Construction work on the new auto-| The second day of the 
matic block signals under way on 
the Santa Fe coast lines that will 
ultimately provide the railroad with 
a complete mileage of modern safety 
equipment is nearing completion, ac- 
cording to announcement from thé 
office of the engineers in charge of 
the work. 

The Santa Fe recently authorized 
one of the greatest programs in con- 
struction work in years and work {s 
being rushed to complete the 
stretches which have been ordered 
installed. 

On the eastern lines the railroads 
are rapidly installing a complete set 
of the new block signals between 
Topeka and Chicago. Other long 
stretches are being placed in opera- 
tion west, of Topeka, the last one 
authorized being 125 miles long, 

On the coast lines, while the sig- 
nals have not been placed in opera- 
tion as rapidly as in the east, the 
trackage will soon be fully protected 
by the devices. 

Automatic block signals are being 
installed at several points on the 
Los Angeles division. In the past 
the older safety apparatus has asuf- 
ficed to protect train movements but 
under the pressure of additional 
traffic the railroads now have been 
forced to provide the newest in the 
way of accident eliminators. 

The total. Santa Fe program for 
automatic block signals for the en- 
tire year calls for approximately 600 
miles of installation. The general 
Offices have provided for thé = ex, 
penditure in the budget.

Fact-Finding Coal Commission’s 
Task © 


N his special message to congress recent- 

ly, President Harding, among other re- 

commendations in respect to*the per- 

turbed industrial ,situation, asked 
authority to create a commission to make a 
searching investigation into the whole coal 
industry with provision for its lawful activities 
and the bestowal of power to reveal every 
phase of coal production, sale and distribution. 
It was not necessary to emphasize the impera- 
tive need for such a commission in view of 
the economic ills due to the long-protracted 
coal strike. Both the operators and the miners 
have conceded this point and a federal com- 
mission which has authority to probe deeply 
into. conditions of labor, advise as to fair 
wages and recommend enactment of laws to 
protect the public in the future is a prime 
necessity. The bill introduced in the house 
by Chairman Winslow of the commerce com- 
mission is intended to reflect the administra- 
tion’s plan. The measure is designated a fact- 
finding coal commission and would have a 
personnel of nine members. No congressman 
or any person who has any interest in or is 
connected with the coal industry is eligible to 
serve. The salary of commissioners is placed 
at $10,000 a year and the board is to go out 
of existence one year after the act takes 
effect. The commission is to report to the 
President and congress by January 1, 1923, :+s 
findings of fact, and make such recommenda- 
tions as in its fiduasent would promote con- 
tinuity of production and efficiency in mining 
and distribution, maintain uninterrupted move- 
ment of coal in interstate commerce and safe- 
guard the interests of workers, operators and 
the public. There should be no doubt of its 
enactment. Curbing of the coal profiteers is 
obligatory on congress. The bill carries an 
appropriation of half a million dollars for 
expenses of the commission .—Saturday Night, |

In the last 20 years 
only three governors of the State have been 
taken from other walks of life than that of 
the editorial profession. Governor W. J. 
Bailey was a banker. He was succeeded by 
E. W. Hoch, editor of The Marion Record. 
W. R. Stubbs, contractor and farmer, then 
ceeupied the gubernatorial chair, followed by 
G. H. Hodges, a lumberman. 

Then Arthur Capper, editor of The Capital 
and numerous farm papers, became Governor 
and he was succeeded by Henry J. Allen, 
editor of The Wichita Beacon,. W. Y. Morgan, 
the Republican candidate for Governor, is 
editor of The Hutchinson News. He is likely 
to be elected, as Kansas is a strong Republican 


- state. 


J. L. Bristow, former United States senator, 
is an editor, Arthur Capper, now junior 
Senator, is an editor. Two of the present re- 
presentatives are editors, There are numerous 
editors holding state jobs and particularly in 
the two branches of the Legislature. 

Just why Kansas should ‘“‘take’’ so strongly 
to ‘‘editorial government’’ just at this time 
is a subject of conjecture. It seems to have 
just happened that editors who have been 
backing political parties for many years and 
boosting the candidacies of others suddenly 
took a notion that they desired to sit in ‘‘the 
seats of the mighty’’: for a spell themselves 
and they went out and“won.

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Tells Detalls of Tragedy 

Mrs. J.’ F.. Kelley, of Whittier, 
widow of one of the victims of the 
drowning at Arrowhead Lake Sun- 
day night, in which three persons 
lost their lives, and sister of an- 
other, Miss Consuella Fisher, of Los 
Angeles, came with her brother. Joe 
Fisher, who has been working in 
Colton, to Ontario Thursday to make 
arrangements for the funeral of Mr. 
Kelley and Miss Fisher. This will! 
take place at nine o'clock Saturday 
morning from the Catholic Church 
at Whittier, Father Kelley officiating. 
Interment will be in Calvary ceme- 
tery, Los Angeles. 

Mrs. Kelley is bearing up well un- 
der her grief. She has told what 
little she remembers of the details 
of the tragedy which cost the lives 
of her husband and her sister. 

She says one of the party at- 
tempted to change seats in the boat. 
This immediately capsized. She re- 
members her husband holding her 
up in the water a long time, until 
finally, exhausted, he threw her from 
him, probably to keep her from go-
